S.O. 937.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the Sea Cus¬ 
toms Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), the Central Board of Revenue hereby makes the 
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following amendments in its notification No. 2/Cus.IV/50, dated the 11th Febru¬ 
ary, 1950, namely:— 

In the said notification, 

(1) in item (i) after the words “The Additional Collector”, the words "of 

Customs at the port > f Calcutta” shall be inserted; 

( 2 ) after item (i) the following item shall be inserted, namely:—
